Lausanne, Jan. 31.—(By A. P.)— 


A. long consultation among the al- 
lied delegates in an endeavor to 
maintain a united front against the 
Turks preceded the opening of the 
near east conference today. It was 
said the British would probably be 
disposed to grant the Turks some 
days for reflection. Ix>rd Curzon in 
beginning his address in the session 
today said the primary object of the 
rreaty was to bring to an end the 
terrible war which had desolated 
eastern Europe and large areas of 
Asia for more than eight years and 
thus enable all the various armies, 
whether allied, Turkish or Greek to 
go back to their homes. 
Lord Curzon said everyone regret- 
ted that there had not been agree- 
ment to every clause in the treaty 
but time was pressing and Europe 
and indeed the whole world was 
waiting, not for further debates, but 
for results. 
Therefore it was felt 
to be in the public interest that the 
proceedings should be brought to a 
termination and he hoped they might 
be by common consent. Lord Cur- 
zon said the treaty was Intended to 
build up relationships 
of amity, 
good will and friendly intercourse 
on equal terms between the Turkish 
state and the other powers of 
Europe. 
"Peace, reconstruction and coop- 


eration are the three objects," he 
said. 
The British foreign secretary de- 
clared it was not possible for the 
Turkish delegation or the Angora 
government to claim that they were 
being confronted with a surprise or 
a menace 
The allies had endeav- 


ored to frame the treaty not by 
methods of dictation but by concilia- 
tion and compromise, be said. 


"We are convinced that a general 
honorable peace can be concluded" 
he said "This is the treaty we sub- 
mit today." 
He asserted the treaty was the 


combined offer not of a single power 
or group of powers but of all the 
powiers Who were primarily inter- 
ested whether in the re-estaMfaninent 
of peace or the recovery of the wel- 
fare of the Turkish people- 
Moreover the treaty -was an ap-' 
peal not to the Angora government 
alone but to the public opinion of1 
the world and "that opinion" he 
added, "we fearleslv challenge." 


Lord Curzon said he wanted the 
world »o pronounce -whether the set- 
tlement offered Turkey -was Ju«t and 
generous and whether it 
afforded

WORLD OF BUSINESS 


THE BUILDING INDUSTRY 


QNE OF THE MOST IMPORTANT FACTORS in 


the widespread business revival of 1922 was 


the unprecedented activity in the building industry. 
The total volume of square feet erected was 48 per 
cent over 1921 and nearly 3 per cent over the previ- 
ous high record of 1919. 
Residential building in- 


creased 52 per cent over 1921 to the greatest total 
ever known. 


This vast program is still behind requirements. One compe- 


tent authority says that in many cities construction to the extent 
of 25 per cent above its normal activity could be carried on for 
10 years before the deficit would be made up. Despite the in- 
crease in dwellings last year, rents the country over, are increas- 


ing. 
They have advanced 1 per cent since summer and are now 


67 per cent above the pre-war level. 


Building costs arc now 85 per cent over 1913, They have 


risen nearly 20 percent since 1921. This increase may cut down 
residential building. Industrial building is expected to increase 
as business improvement continues. Last year five billion dol- 
lars were spent on new buildings and the 1922 program is estimat- 
ed lo call for six billion.

Russia says she doesn't particu- 
larly want war, 
but Isn't afraid, 
either. She says she things the rest 
of Europe is moving In the direction 
of another war, perhaps not right 
away, but most likely in the not 
very distant future. 
She says she 
thinks she could profit by such a 
war, by going Into It; she wouldn't 
do this, even for profit, If the bellig- 
erents would let her alone, but she's 
sure they wouldn't. Consequently 
she's getting ready. 


In the matter of the Ruhr, in a 


general way she says she's sorry for 
Germany, but certainly she can't do 
anything about it unless the Ger- 
mans do, and she doesn't believe 
they're going to; some of them talk 
as if they were, but her impression 
is, they're bluffing. 


She says she hasn't anything to 


do with the Memel affair and doesn't 
intend to attack Poland, but suspects 
that Poland means to attack her. In 
which case she'll give her her belly- 
ful. 


If any treaty's made putting the 
Straits of Constantinople, her sole 
means of entrance into and exit 
from 
the Black 
Sea, 
under the 
authority of the League of Nations 
or any other jurisdiction except her 
own, 
Russia says she won't recog- 
nize It. 


MOSUL. DEAD- 
LOCK UNBROKEN 


This remark relative to the Straits 


of Constantinople links up Russia's 
case with the dispute between Tur- 
key and England, which the British 
consider more Immediately threat- 
ening that even the Ruhr situation. 


The Turkish envoys at Lausanne 
and Lord Curzon, the British repre- 
sentative, are deadlocked still, over 
control of the rich Turkish oil Prov- 
ince of Mosul. Lord Curzon wants 
to -submit the controversy to the 
League of Nations. The Turks, fear- 
ful of England's influence with the 
League, won't do this. 
They pro- 
pose to let Mosul decide for itself, by 
a popular vote. The English, know- 
ing- the result would be Turkish, re- 
fuse this plebiscite proposition. 
It's a deadlock which certainly 
would cause war but for one thing 
which may 
possibly 
prevent it— 
everybody knows that such a war, 
so far as 
England is concerned, 


would be a fight in behalf of British 
oil Interests, and it's pretty doubtful 
if the London government will dare 
brave the anger of the masses of 
English people by engaging in it, 
whatever Lord Curzon may threaten. 


RUHR 
VENTURE'S STATUS 


As a military enterprise, France's 


occupation of the Ruhr is a good 
deal of a success, but as a damage- 
collecting undertaking, up to date 
it's proved a flat fizzle. What the 
French are getting out of the Ger- 
mans now, the former's own leaders 
admit, is less than they were getting 
before the invasion started. 
French troops have succeeded in 
drawing a cordon all around the oc- 
cupied district and cutting it off 
from the rest of Germany, but near- 
ly everything's tied up by a strike. 
Even 
rf, by a "prolonged stay, 
which is what they're prepared for, 
the French could accomplish some- 
thing, •will their own people wait 
th£l long? Thus far, the invasion's 
only an expense to them, not only in 
but in disorganized business and in 
the depreciation of the franc in in- 
ternational money markets. Already 
people are wondering how long the 
present French cabinet will last, as 
public -doubt increases concerning 
the wisdom of the Ruhr venture. 


THREAT OF 
CIVIL WAR 


French sources hint at military 
preparations in the unoccupied part 
of Germany 
but this sounds like 
pure "propaganda." 
Even if some such preparations 
have been made, there may be justi 
fication for them in the Germans' 
dissatisfaction with their own gov- 
ernment over the Invasion. 


Conditions are most threatening in 
Bavaria, where the National Social 
ists—a queer name for royalists, but 
that's what they are—are talking 
openly of seceding from the rest ol 
Germany and setting up their own 
royal house again. 


The French, of course, would like 
this—may even be encouraging it. 


Neither 
would anybody be sur- 
prised if the 
Rhenish 
provinces 


where the French are. should start 
an independent republic. 


Of course, the French would aim 
to make 
the Rhenish republic, if 


there should be one. serve their own 
purposes, and politically they might 
succeed, but it isn't at all clear that 
this would help them to collect their 
indemnities and reparations. 


OH. YES! WE 
COULD SETTLE IT 


Germany has notified Italy and 
the Vatican that it won't consider 
any schemes looking- toward media- 
tion between herself and France un- 
less they're under American leader- 
ship. 


The trouble is there doesn't seem 
to be any scheme the United States 
can put forward with the slightest 
chance of success that doesn't in- 
volve her own assumption of repar- 
ations payment—under the euphon- 
ious name of cancellation of the war 
obligations Europe owes to her. 


And a lot of Americans would ob 
ject to this. 
However, there's no 


doubt it would end quite a few Eu 
ropean difficulties.

Would Regulate Use 
of National Highways 


(By FREDERIC J. IIASKIN) 


"Washington. D. C., Jan. 31— Th 


time is not so far distant when mo 
torists on the public highways of the 
land will be subject to traffic regu 
lations fixed by tho federal govern 
ment itseH". At least, there was a 
hint of such u step being taken ii 
the testimony of Thomas H. .Mac 
Donald, chief of tho bureau of" pub 
lie roads, before the appropriations 
committee of the house of representa 
tives recently; and members of the 
committee seemed to concur in tne 
opinion that Federal traffic regula 
turn would be a pood thing. 


Members of congress seem to fee- 


that there is ample reason why the 
rovernment should begin to take a 
hand in the regulation of traffic on 
highways. 
The government is now 


pouring out money for the construc- 
tion of roads throughout the United 
States, spending as much for this 
purpose as it is on any other public 
work. 
Since 1918 over 5166,000,000 


of government money has gone into 
roads, and the money is now being 
spent at the rate of something like 
580,000,000 a year. With such a fi- 
lancial stake in roads, the govern- 
ment is beginning to feel that it 
should have something to say about 
low the roads are used. 


It is with the view of eventually 


Describing uniform traffic regula- 
tions for all roads built by federal 
aid that the government propqses 
to spend next year something like 
$67,000 in preliminary work. A sim- 
ilar amount for a. similar purpose 
is being spent this year. With this 
money the government is surveying 
road traffic as- it exists today, with 
a view of evolving: from its studies 
scientific rules for the maximum 
preservation of roads from the vear 
and tear of traffic on them. 


It is the weight of the traffic, the 


loading of individual cars and trucks, 
in which the government is primarily 
interested, rather than }n the way 
the traffic conducts itself on the 
road, since it is the weight put upon 
tires mhich has the chief relation- 
ship to the life of the road. It may 
be said that all rules now superim- 
posed upon motor drivers as to the

loading of trucks are simply the re- 
sult of guesswork and the expression 
of opinion, although the guesses may 
be good ones and the opinions valid. 
The government scientists, however, 
do not work by guess. They are stu- 
dying traffic scientifially, and their 
traffic rules, when ready, will be 
based upon a great mass of data 
on actual traffic results. 


The field taken for study in the 
east comprises the entire state of 
Connecticut. In this state every bit 
of traffic .pasing over every main 
highway for an entire year is being 
counted and analyzed and par: of it 
weighed". At key stations along the 
Connecticut roads the investigators 
are stationed. The state highway de- 
partment has authorized the investi- 
gati.n, so that the Federal agents 
have full power to stop the traffic. 
AH traffic leaving and entering the 
state as well as all local traffic goes 
under the searchlight. The field men 
stop everything that passes, note the 
size and weight of each vehicle, the 
number of passengers in each auto- 
mobile and the amount and kind of 
freight being- carried in each truck, 
inquiring- the destination of each so 
as to know the actual mileage. At 
some of the stations are road scales, 
o\-er which the traffic is conducted 
and weighed. 


When this census is complete, the 


bureau of public roads will have in 
its possession a. statement of every 
pound of weight and 
every 
mile 


traveled upon the roads of Connecti- 
cut. The bureau will then be in a 
position to study the relationship be- 
tween volume and weight of traffic 
and the breakdown of highways, for 
it will have full data on th-3 de- 
terioration of Connecticut roads- dur- 
ing the traffic count. 


Similar studies are being made or 


will be made in other sections, so 
that eventually the figures will pre- 
sent a picture of the entire traffic 
conditions of the United States. A 
similar survey, but on a less exten- 
sive scale, is also being conducted 
in Massachusetts. In several coun- 
ties of Tennessee the go\-ernment is 
conducting traffic counts, 
and 
a 


state-wide census is going on in Cal- 
ifornia- It is proposed to add com- 
plete studies of the traffic in one or 
more of the agricultural states in 
the Mississippi valley before pro- 
O3eding to the formulation of rules. 


One 
immediate result 
obtained 


from the Con. ~ticut survey was the 
discovery that three out of every 
four commercial truckers were over- 
loading their trucks above their rat- 
ed capacity. 
This overloading al- 


most disappeared as soon 
as 
the 


freiuhtera discovered that the auth- 
orities were weighing the traffic. The 
overloading of trucks has a detrimen- 
tal efect upon roads, as the bureau 
scientists have discovered in many 
observations nnd 
tests.

strikes the roadbed with an impact 
which averages fo«r times the stand- 
ing weight of the truck, and if the
